AN IMPORT yVNT FKATORB OP THE 
rUKR FOOD AND POOD ACCESSO- 
HII<;s EXHIHIT AT THE PAN-AME- 
RICAN EXPOSITION, 

Long before coffee was generally 
know throughout Europe, Lord 
Racon wrote, "They have in Tur- 
key a drink — coffee, which com- 
forteth the heart and aideth diges- 
tion." 

The elaboiate coffee exhibit in the 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts Ex- 
hibition Building at Buffalo next 
year, in the section devoted to foods 
and their accessories, will demon- 
strale how Lord Bacon's opinion ha» 
descended to succoeding geiunations 
Coffees at the Exposition will re- 
ceive the attention that is due the 
most popular beverage the gods over 
bestowed upon man. 

Foods and their accessories will 
receive at Buffalo more elaborate 
attention than has ever been given 
to a like exhibit. The object is to 
familial ize the people of Pan (all) 
Ameiica with the food products of 
the whole Ameiican continent. The 
exhibit will be houf^ed in a beauti- 
ful building which is a third of a 
mile in ciicuinference, and jvs ele- 
gant in appearance as it is nmgni- 
fictnit in its proportions. 

Coffee, luMiig one of the widely- 
known articles of this exhibit, has 
been selected for description as a 
tyi)e of what may be expected in a 
hundred other products, each of 
which will wceive at the hands of 
Mr. (L Edwanl Fuller, the manager 
of this <lei)artineiit, the wvme pains- 
taking care as the subject of this 
article. 

Coffee grows more like a cherry 
than anything else with which 
people in north temperate latitudes 
are familiar. The tree, if allowed 
to grow naturally, will attain a 
height of 20 feet, .though it is often 
pruned to keep the branches within 
reach when standing on the ground. 
For beauty it can not be excelled 



even in the tropics. With its deep 
green shining leaves and pure 
white, fragant, though transitory 
blossom, together with the ripening 
fruit, it produces a picture peculiar- 
ly effective. 

The fruit, first a tiny green ball, 
changes to pale red as it develops 
and finally, when lipe, the color is 
a rich brown. It has a pleasant 
flavor, though rather sweet and 
somewhat inispid. Its pith is the 
coffee l)ean of commerce. Each fruit 
contains two beans, which grow 
with tho flat sides together in 
separate cell*, though should on 
become abortive, ■ the other grow 
round and fills both cavities. 

These rounded berries are separat- 
ed and sold as Pea Berry Mocha, be- 
cause of their resemblance to the 
genuine. These abortive cells occur 
usually toward thq ends of the 
branches and are encouraged by 
pruning. 

Mocha is the oldest coffee known 
to commerce. Where or how it ori- 
ginated is shrouded in prehistoric 
mystery. Tradition says the seeds 
were imported from Abyssinia and 
Ethiopia and planted in Arabia 
about the beginning of the fifteenth 
century. However, it adapted itself 
readily to the soil and climate, espe- 
cially iu thesouthern part of Arabia, 
whtne it has formed the principal 
article of export ever since, 

Mokha, a stnall town on the coa.st 
of the Red Sea, gave its name to 
this coffee, l)ecause it happened to 
be the port where the camel caravans 
unloaded and the shipments to the 
outer world were made, 

.Tava coffee gets its njime from the 
island of .lava, though the great 
bulk of .lava coffee now comes from 
American plantations lying between 
the 30th parallels of latitude north 
and south. When conditions are 
favoarble, Pan American coffee is 
fully equal, if not superior, to the 
best foreign grown. If any one 
doubt this statement, one of Mr. 
Fuller's exhibitors will be prepared 
to pn>ve it with a delicious concoc- 
tion prepared from purely American 
blends. 

Old Government .Java originally 
got its name when tho government 
of Holland compelled native Malay 
planters on the island to pay their 
taxes in coffee. Governmeql go- 
downs (warehouses) were built, in 
which coffee was required to be 
warehoused seven years before of- 
fering it. for sale. There are people 
who say that was tio imprt>vetnont, 
that the berry does not improve 
with age, but the prol)abiltty is 
those people have never had an 
oppoitunity to sample genuine 
.lava coffee seven years old. Java 
is an exception in this respect, as 
most coffees do not improve after 
the second year. 

There is not profit enough in the 
business to hold coffee such a 
length of time, though some do so 
in a limited way. Those who really 
love a fine coffee flavor, and want 
Ihe last vestige that is contained in 
the bean, may get from certain 
dealers Amercan coffee in which 
the natural aroma has been so care- 
fully developed that it will equal 
any Old Government Java the good 
dames of Holland were permitted 
to serve. 

Coffee is sold by the cup in New 
York for one cent. It is also sold 
for twenty-five cents, a greater 
range of price than any other known 
commodity. Prices of the green 
berry in the oi>en nrarket vary 
nearly as much. It is the beverage 
of the poor, the great mass of work- 
ers, and the wealthy. 

The Ll^nited States is the largest 
coffee market in the world, thongh 
Holland uses more per capita. Our 
impotts during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30th, 1899, amounted to 
578,397,4.54 }K)unds, which shows 
the importance of this market. 
Coffee growers to the south of us 
will appreciate this when they visit 
the Exi»«Ksition and see the coffee 
exhibit,

This Home wjis established by 
"The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes," in 1886, on a farm of 166 
acres by the Hudson River, six 
tniles below Poughkeepsie. It has 
been a comfort already lo upwards 
of forty afflicted people. Frietids 
have rallitnl around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from del)t. 
It is intended to receive inmates 
eventually from the whole State of 
New York. People of this class 
have all beeit educated, but have 
broken down in the battle of life. 
Several of the intuates are deaf and 
dumb aitd l)lind. 

On Sunday night, Feb, 18th, the 
main building and the wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
by a sudden and dreadful (ire. 
The inmatos — fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely rescued, 
and arci now cotnfortable in tetnpo- 
rary quarters iti Poughkeepsie.

Kinrna .fane .Tones, a (b-af-mule, 
is bi'inging suit for divorce againsi 
her deaf-mute husband, F2ilsworth 
Jones, a megaphone maker-, and 
yest;erday the case was heard irr the 
law officers of Robert Mori-is and 
Charles A. Farnum, liefore a 
rnast,er. Th(»re wei-e a half-<l )zen 
witnesses, all deaf-mutes. They 
waved their hands in the air, and 
their sup{)le, hnge-jointrsd fingers 
moved with incr-edible speed. Ex- 
peressirjns of rage, derision, wjorn, 
hatre«l and sueh-like divorce court 
enroticms changed their bright and 
mobile faces. They made no 
sorrnd, but Kllsworth Jones, had \n' 
been there, wouldhave blushed. 

The pr-incipals in this divorce 
suit, which is the first ever institut- 
ed in the draf-rniite world, were 
marrierl in 1900. Tln^y sepai'ated 
last .March. The hirsband is '.)h 
years old and the wife 31, and both 
are membeis of the deaf rnirlct 
(;hirrch of All 'Souls', at Franklin 
anrl tireen Strect.s. Concerrring 
the husband, R^jlrert Morris, who is 
one of the wife's lawyers said yes- 
terday :

" The grounds for this sirit are 
rlesertion, ill treatment and the 
statutory reason. Jones was order- 
ed by the ^-'ourt M)nw time ago te 
pay his wife four dollars a week, but 
the sum is har-d tocollect, very Jiard 
to collect, to say the least. Kvr^r 
since the (Court's order Jones has 
b<?en flitting about, changirrg the 
pattern of his beard, 'and in other 
ways making difficult man to find. 
He is metal polisher, but lately In- 
has been making megaphones. 
Strange work for a deaf-inulo, 

" .Tones," said Mr. Morris, " is a 
tJill and handsome man. Before Ih! 
craftily shaved off his Ireard he 
resembled the Prince of Wales," 

(xharles L. McKeehan was the 
master in the srrit, and Sydney 
Young accomparried him as referee, 
or assistairt, Th(! lawyers, Messrs, 
,Morris anrl Farrnrrrr, for ,Vlrs. Jones, 
and Josefih K. Firrley forth*) mega- 
phone maker, then grouped them- 
selves in an inn*r office, and Mrs. 
Jf>nes was called in from thr^ outer 
room, where she sat with arrexcilr-d 
crowrl of deaf-mutes. Harris Tay- 
lor, the interpreter, had arrived in 
the meanwhile.

Then Mrs. .Tones told with the 
siipi)le fingers f»f her ri^ht hand 
how her husband irrdutted her to 
take boanh^rs, and how she would 
sorn(;times have nirre oi" ten deaf- 
mut(! men and vxomen living in her 
house, and how, with orre of the 
latter, .Tones had beerr too familiar. 
She said he had struck her oftcm, 
btrt had given her money with less 
liberality. 

"Did he drinkV" asked the mas- 
ter. 

" He was an habitual drurrkard,' 
said Mr-s. Jones. 

QtlKRIt DOINOH OK .lf)NES 

Adam Hartig, a young morocco 
worker, is one /)f hor boarder-s, 
and his testimony agairrst Jones 
was vi'ry odd. .(ones, aecoi-dirrg to 
Hartiu, disliked wurkand pretended 
to dislike lil(v Twiee he atieirrpted 
suicide. Hartig sai<l he remembered 
well how, one afterriooir, the maker 
of metta phones seized a huge lamp 
and tried to bite pieces out of it, 
"Here, what are you doirrg?" Hartig, 
the boar-<ler, askedjin gr-cat sirr|)rise 
Jones .'■a id I hat he was siek of living, 
aiifl would destr'oy himself by eat- 
ing the lamp. Hartig Iherr took it 
away froirr llu; desjx'rate iiran. 

Another lime, a storrrry (urarrol 
being on, Jones got all ('yes upon 
him and, wUh a theatrical look 
moved his ting"is srr as to srry: 
"The j)oison! Where is iff' Ha,'l 
know. The eelhir*! Tim jioisorr is in 
the <!ellar'." He rrrshed ilown the 
cellar-stair's, krex-ked about among 
the coal iirrd ulasswar'e and carrrred 
goods, an<l then rushed up auain, 
streaked with whitewash, a bottle 
in his hifl hand. Willi the free 
right hand he said: " Far«fwell. 1 
will now drink the pf)ison," but 
llarlig fell on him and took the 
lioltleaway. No loud noise nc- 
cornpaniefl this tremendous seem 
but there was a groat and fatiguing 
am(nirrt of finger play, and those 
low iinriouth, animal suurrds whieh 
deaf-miit(!S make when they are e,v- 
eited. Hartitr said he had bought 
Jones a suit of clothes and had 
loaned him *1 in vviii< ii 1im<i not 
been r-epaid. 

Henry Wisler, a carpenler, ,sai<l 
that whihi he boar'ded nt the .fenes 
house he had found ,Mr. Jones very 
unlriilhfirl. Wisler wi-ote on a sheet 
r)f paper these words: "Mr, Jones 
said he saw me sit on his wife's lap, 
and he told me to sit on. She told 
him that T never sit. He told her 
that T have stolen money fr-om the 
deaf bliird man. I did not know 
the fh-af blind man." 

There wer*e two other |deaf-miite 
witnesses, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Shejiard. The tenor of all the 
evidence was to the effect that 
Jones had been crirel to her, had 
not sirpported her, and, in March, 
had left her allogetlirT. Mr-s. Jones 
asked for an absolute divfirrc'. Stu' 
desir-ed nomainterrance for herself, 
but onlv for her son, whom she 
wished to keep with her*. 

Jorres himself did not appeitr, 
nor did he prr^sent any witrresses. 

The hearing was a secr-et o\w, 
but the witnesses wert* all glad to 
tell about it afterwards. 'I'hey had 
with thein, for this purpose, little 
pads of paper and long lead pencils. 
The oirteomo it\ thr* case will not bo 
knowrr iinlil the mastr^'s report is 
preserded trt the Court, and the 
Courl decides upon if.
